OF THE TREASURY, IT IS ONLY NECESSARY TO CAST ONE'S

THERE ARE POLITICAL POINTS TO BE GAINED BY CURSING 
THE CANADIANS. BUT MORE USUALLY, AND AT A NATIONAL 
LEVEL, AMERICAN POLITICIANS ARE NOT UNDER GREAT 
TEMPTATION TO BE ANTI-CANADIAN. THE TEMPTATION 
IS MUCH STRONGER IN CANADA AND RUNS UP TO THE HIGHEST 
LEVELS OF POLITICS. 

"QUITE DIPLOMACY" HAS FAT .LEND INTO DISREPUTE 
HERE. SOMETIMES IT SEEMS THAT A POLITICAN CAN 
ONLY PROVE HIS CAN ADIANISM IF HE SHOUTS AND POUNDS 
THE DESK OF HIS AMERICAN COUNTERPART. THIS WEEK 
WHEN BOTH OUR COUNTRIES CELEBRATE THE ANNIVERSARIES 
OF THEIR FOUNDING - IS AS GOOD A TIME AS ANY 
TO START CHANGING THAT ATTITUDE. MR. SIMON SEEMS TO 
BE SAYING THAT THE AMERICANS WILL MEET US HALF-WAY.
